NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 9th November, 1948 

No. 8/ 14/ 48- Judicial. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 2 erf 
the Ajmer-Merwura (Extension of Laws) Act, 1947 (Lll of 1947), the Central 
O-overnment is pleased to extend to the Province of Ajmer-Merwara the Bombay 
Money-lenders Act, 1946 (Bombay Act XXXI of 1947), subject to the following 
]'estrictions and modifications, namely: — 

1. For the words “Bombay", “Provincial Government" and "British 
India", wherever they occur, the words ‘'Ajmer-Merwiira", “(diief Coihmis- 
soner" and “the Provinces of India" respectively shall be substituted. 

2. Ill section 2 — ■ 

(i) in clause (5), for the words and figures beginning with “or deemed” 

and ending with the words "relating to co-operative societies”, 
the words and gurosf “under the Co-operative Societies Act, 1912" 
shall be substituted; 

(ii) in sub-clause (g) of clause (9), for the words and figures “sections 

23 and 25", the word and figures “section 2")" shall be substituted; 

(iii) in clause (ISA), the words “in Greater Bombay Marathi or 

Gujarati and elsewhere" shall be omitted. 

3. In section 3, for the word “it" the word “he” f^all be substituted. 

4. In clause (b) of sub section (5) of section 10, the word.s and figures “or 
a manager of an estate taken under management under the jB roach and Kaira 
Incumbered Estates Act, 1881, or the Gujarat Taluqdarg Act, 1888" and “the 
Presidency-towns Insolvency Act, 1909 or” shall be omitted, 

5. Id sub-clause (i) of clause (a) of sub-section (2) of section 18 and in sub- 
sections (1) and (2) of section 19, for the word "any”, wherever it oacurs 
before the word “recognised", the word “the” shall be substituted. 

6. Section 23 shall be omitted. 

7. In section 36, for the Explanation the following Explanations shall be 
substituted, namely; — - 

“Explanation 1. — ^Por the purposes of this section, the term “to cultivate 
personally" means to cultivate on one’s own account — 

(i) by one's own labour; or 

(ii) by the labour of any member of one's family; or 
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(iii) by servants on wages payable in cash or kind, but not in croi 

share; or 

(iv) by hired labour under one's personal supervision or the personal 

supervision of any member of one’s family. 

Explanation 2;— In case of an undivided Hindu family, the land shah 
be deemed to have been cultivated personally, if it is cultivated by 
a member of such family. 

Explanation 8. — A tenant who is a widow or a minor or is subject to 
any physical or mental disability or who is serving in the naval, 
military or air forces of India shall be deemed to cultivate personally, 
if the land is cultivated by servants of suoh tenant or by hired 
labour.” ■ 

8. In section 37, the words “of the Crown” shall be omitted. 

0. In section 88, for the figures ”1039”, the figures ”1947” shall be 
substituted. 

10. In section 89 — 

(i) in sub-section (8), the words '‘subject to the condition of previous 

publication” shall be omitted; 

(ii) sub-section (4) shall be omitted.
